APPROVAL TO ACCEPT THE PROCUREMENT TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE GRANT
FUNDED BY COOPERATIVE AGREEMENT THROUGH THE
U.S. DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE LOGISTICS AGENCY,
OFFICE OF SMALL BUSINESS PROGRAMS
(ALL DISTRICTS - 3 VOTES)

SUBJECT

Request approval to accept the Procurement Technical Assistance Program (PTAP) grant funded by
the Department of Defense Logistics Agency (DoD DLA).

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

1. Approve and instruct the Director of Internal Services Department (ISD) to accept the
Award/Agreement Number SP4800-11-2-1104 (Attachment I) from the U.S. Department of
Defense Logistics Agency (DoD DLA) to continue operating the County Office of Small Business’
Procurement Technical Assistance Center, with the base period effective August 1, 2011 through
July 31, 2012, in the amount of $226,983.

2. Delegate authority to the Director of ISD, or his designee, to accept increases or reductions of
the DoD DLA funds and to execute the grant application and acceptance documents and
associated agreements for two optional years.

3. Delegate authority to the Director of ISD, or his designee, to execute all other required
documents with the U.S. DoD DLA.
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PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The recommended actions will enable the County to continue operating the County Office of Small
Business (OSB) Procurement Technical Assistance Center under the terms of the grant. The
objectives of the program are to connect small business with government bid opportunities with the
defense agencies, the prime contractors, and the County of Los Angeles by providing specialized
and professional technical assistance to companies seeking contracting and subcontracting
opportunities with DoD, other federal agencies, and/or state and local governments. The program
also helps to create and retain jobs for the community by encouraging and promoting government
agencies’ utilization of local small businesses.

The OSB has been operating the County Procurement Technical Assistance Center since 2000.
This grant/cooperative agreement has enabled the OSB to outreach and educate thousands of
businesses in government purchasing and contracting processes through its outreach courses and
events. This past fiscal year over 35,000 awards totaling over $100 million were awarded to County
small businesses and the figures are trending upwards.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The above recommendations promote the Board-approved Strategic Plan Goals of Service
Excellence, Organizational Effectiveness and Fiscal Responsibility.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

The County matches these grant funds with existing ISD budgeted funds through net County cost, in
the amount of $248,003, as indicated on Attachment I. Funding for this program is included in ISD’s
Fiscal Year 2011-12 adopted budget.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The Department of Defense Logistics Agency is the agency funding the award through the
Solicitation for Cooperative Agreement Application. As recipient of the award, ISD shall comply with
all pertinent DoD Grant and Agreement Regulations provisions. The funding is awarded for an initial
base period of performance of 12 months. Award recipients may be eligible to have award
agreement extended for up to two (2) additional option periods.
